A recent recommendation put forth by..Representative 
Bacharach of New Jersey would cut the nation’s revenues $255,- 
000,000 which is a sizable sum. 

Congressman Bacharach recommends the elimination of tue iax- 
as gm automobiles and accessories, on motor boats, jewelry, club 
dues,:and on amusement admissions of less than $1.50. He would 

~duce the inheritance or estate taxes to a maximum of 20 per cent, | 
applied to estate gnly $100,000 or ove. and would make a similar 
reduction of the gift tax. All of this would total a reduction of | 
35+35,000,000. 

In addition the congressman believes that the maximum sur- 
tax ought to be 20 per cent, applied to incomes of $15,000 or over. |
